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II. REMARKS 



In this Office Action claims 1-9 are noted as pending, claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 are objected to, 
but are noted as allowable if amended into independent form, where necessary, and claims 1 , 2, 
5, 6 and 9 are rejected. 

In summary of this Response, claim 3 is canceled, claim 1 is amended, and new claims 
10-12 are added. 

More particularly, the allowable subject matter of claim 3 has been added to claim 1 , 
which should moot all rejections and claims 1, 2 and 4-9 should now be allowed. Also, claims 
1/4 and 1/5/7 have been renumbered as new claims 10 and 11 , respectively, and should also be 
allowable. New claim 12 corresponds to allowable claim 8. 



In light of the above amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1-2 
and 4-12 are now in condition for allowance.
